A “greedy” Kingston University 
ICT boss has walked free after 
stealing more than £20,000 worth of 
mobile phones. 

Christopher Kelly, 38, who is sin¬ 
gle and lives with his parents, re¬ 
paid the university that had given 
him a promotion and £12,000 pay 
rise, by selling used handsets to 
phone recycling companies. 

He even used some of his ill-got¬ 
ten gains to buy 40 new iPhones to 
sell and make even more cash. 

Kelly was caught when suspi¬ 
cions were raised at companies 
Mazuma and Envirofone. 

He appeared at Kingston Crown 
Court on Friday, June 21, to be sen¬ 
tenced having earlier admitted two 
counts of theft relating to 66 mo¬ 
bile phones.

In total, he stole £21,561 worth of 
equipment despite earning £36,000 
a year before he was sacked last 
year. 

The court heard 39 phones, worth 
£6,995, were recovered and given 
back to the university. 

Kelly has 

repaid the remaining £14,566 with 
the help of his family. 

Kelly had started working for the 
university as a technician in 2007, 
and was paid £24,000 a year. 

He gained a first class degree in 
business while working for the uni¬ 
versity full time. 

He was later promoted and given 
a £12,000 pay rise, to £36,000 a year. 


Marie Spenwyn, defending Kelly, 
said: “It seems there came a time 
where various personal and work 
issues overwhelmed Mr Kelly. 

“He had moved some distance 
away for his job resulting in a four 
hour commute and it seems to have 
got on top of him. 

“Clearly something else was 
going on at the time that caused 
him to act out of character - he 
didn't actually need the money.” 

But Judge Richard Southwell 
said: “I don’t think he was doing 
out of need. 

“I think he was doing it out of 
greed. Your prospects of offending 
again are remote in the extreme, 
and this has had a considerable im¬ 
pact on you and affected your 
health. 


“That’s self inflicted - there’s no 
getting around that. 

“It is right to say people can’t buy 
themselves out of trouble by re¬ 
paying sums they’ve stolen from 
their employers. 

“But it has all been repaid, and if 
that has been painful, then so it 
should be.” 

Kelly, from New Milton in Hamp¬ 
shire, was sentenced to 12 months, 
custody for each offence, suspend¬ 
ed for two years. 

He was also ordered to carry out 
180 hours of unpaid work and pay 
£500 in costs. 

He was also found not guilty of 
two other charges of fraud and 
money laundering, after the 
Crown Prosecution Service offered 
no evidence.

Sex offender is given third 
chance to change his ways 


A repeat sex offender has 
avoided prison for a third time 
after a judge “took a big risk” 
to let him walk free. 

Justin Willis, 19, had twice 
been given suspended prison 
sentences for sexual offences 
involving women in a club 
and on a train. 

His latest indecent exposure 
on the 281 bus breached a 
50-week suspended sentence 
handed down at Blackfriars 
Crown Court last May, after 
Willis ejaculated on a 
woman’s coat on a train from 
Clapham Junction. 

Less than a month later he 
sexually assaulted another 
woman in a nightclub, for 
which he was given another 
suspended sentence, of 15 
months, in January this year. 

Suspended sentences mean 
a criminal is given a chance to 
stay out of trouble, with the 
threat of a prison stretch if 
they re-offend. 

He was told he had avoided 
prison when he was sen¬ 
tenced at Kingston Crown 
Court on Wednesday, June 19, 
to 10 months in prison, sus¬ 
pended for two years. 

Judge Fergus Mitchell told 
Willis: “I am not sentencing 
you to prison today, and the 
reason is that it is felt that 
there is some progress being 
made here. 

“It is an incentive not to

behave in the way that you 
have been behaving. 

“There is something there 
that you have got to suppress 
- society will not tolerate it. 

The law takes a pretty dim 
view of it. 

“Iam giving you all the cred¬ 
it that I can. I do not want to 
see you again. You know what 
will happen to you.” 

Judge Mitchell said to pro¬ 
bation officers, who said 
Willis was engaging with 
them: “I feel like I am taking a 
big risk with this. I am re¬ 
sponsible because I am not 
sending him down and keep¬ 
ing him off the streets. 

“The defendant should ex¬ 
press his gratitude to you.” 

A spokeswoman for Rights 
of Women, a group which 
gives free legal advice to 
women, said: “Sentences of 
imprisonment may be appro¬ 
priate to protect the public, 
particularly if someone is not 
engaging with other services 
designed to address their of¬ 
fending behaviour.” 

Willis is subject to a two- 
year supervision order, and is 
banned from drinking alcohol 
or going into clubs or bars.

Plans to introduce restric¬ 
tions on alcohol consump¬ 
tion in parts of the town 
centre will be discussed by 
councillors next week. 

A proposed designated 
public places order (DPPO) 
is part of revisions to a 
12-year-old joint scheme be¬ 
tween the council and po¬ 
lice to tackle high levels of 
boozing in Kingston. 

Should residents agree, 
the exact area of the DPPO 
would likely cover Can- 
bury, Tudor and Grove 
wards. 

Liberal Democrat Grove 
councillor Chrissie Hitch¬ 
cock said: “At the end of 
the day it is the people we 
have got to listen to. 

“I might have my own per¬ 
sonal views, but I have to 
see what they say and make 
the judgement from there.” 

Conservative Canbury 
councillor Andrea Craig 
said: “I have been very pub¬ 
lic in my support of any ini¬ 
tiative led by the police and 
residents that are going to 
enhance their ability to 
control crime hotspots.” 

DPPOs do not make it a 
criminal offence to con¬ 
sume alcohol - but it would 
be an offence to carry on 
drinking after a police offi¬ 
cer’s request to stop. 

Funding has yet to be 
found.

A friend of Jamie Sanderson 
cradled the 20-year-old in his 
arms as he lay dying inside 
Oceana, a court has heard. 

His last words were: “I want 
to find the p****s that punched 
me in the face and that”, an Old 
Bailey murder trial heard last 
week. 

Jamie Sanderson, died of a 
single stab wound to the heart 


after being attacked in the 
Kingston nightclub in the early 
hours of October 25 last year. 

Levan Greenfield, 22, and 
Ashley Milne, 22, both of Peck- 
ham, and Brandon Francis, 19, 
of West Dulwich and Benjamin 
Onwuma, 20, of Walworth, all 
deny murder. 

At about 3am, Mr Smith saw 
someone lying in the entrance 


to the men’s toilets, the court 
heard. He slapped Mr Sander¬ 
son’s face to wake him up. 

He said: “He woke up and at 
this point I thought he was 
fine. I looked at his top and 
could see he was covered in 
blood. 

“I lifted up his top and I could 
see he’d been stabbed in the 
right hand side of the chest. 


“I told him he’d been stabbed 
and he replied: “F*** that, just 
forget it. I want to find the 
p**** s that punched me in the 
face and that.” 

He got up but then collapsed 
and later died in an ambulance. 

The trial continues.

Kingston Council has struck a deal 
with the owners of Oceana that 
would see the nightclub retain its li¬ 
cence and stay open, the Kingston 
Guardian has learned. 

The council revoked the Clarence 
Street venue’s licence during a pub¬ 
lic hearing last November following 
the fatal stabbing of Jamie 
Sanderson. 

Club bosses Luminar Group ap¬ 
pealed the decision, and were due to 
go head to head with the council 
at an appeal hearing starting on 
July 8. 

But it is understood council offi¬ 
cers have backed out of the court 
case, amid fears it could lose the ap¬ 
peal and have to fork out thousands 
of pounds in court costs. 

Instead, the council has agreed a 
series of conditions with Luminar, 
which were due to be be presented

to Lavender Hill Magistrates’ Court 
on Wednesday, June 26, after this 
newspaper went to press. 

A Shut Down Oceana Facebook 
group attracted 2,352 supporters in 
the wake of the stabbing, with hun¬ 
dreds more clubbers criticising se¬ 
curity at the venue. 

The club will shut most Tuesdays 
and Sundays, have reduced hours 
and have its capacity cut to 2,000 
people. 

Tessa Kind, secretary of Mill 
Street Residents’ Association, said: 
“I didn’t want to see it closed down, 
but I did want to see much tougher 
restrictions on the licence. 

“The council has backed down to 
an almost laughable degree. It 
seems they are going to close about 


half an hour earlier - what good is 
that?” 

Richard Grosvenor, who lives in 
Kingston, said: “If our myopic, self- 
serving councillors and depressing- 
ly naive Guildhall officers were 
ever willing to leave their comfort 
zones and smell the roses, or rather, 
the vomit, by sampling late night 
life in the town they are supposed to 
represent, there is no way Luminar 
would ever get the council’s support 
again.” 

Kingston Council initially dodged 
questions on whether or not a deal 
had been agreed, instead issuing a 
statement from new council leader 
Coun Liz Green on the authority’s 
continuing work with Luminar. 

It read: “The council has been 
working with Luminar to consider a 
range of initiatives that might 
increase personal safety at their 


venue and improve the experience 
of visiting the town centre in the 
evening.” 

Luminar has made drastic at¬ 
tempts to improve the club’s image 
in the wake of Mr Sanderson’s 
death on October 25. 

In April, the company said the 
club had experienced an 80 per cent 
decrease in crime in the first three 
months of 2013. 

It has also implemented a major 
mobile phone safety campaign, and 
recruited four new street wardens. 

The Luminar Group’s chief exec¬ 
utive Peter Marks said: “We are 
pleased the efforts we have made to 
respond to residents’ concerns and 
further enhance safety and security 
at the club are being recognised.”

Jarm over hospital’s 
false fire call-out rate

Fire services were called out to 
Kingston Hospital about once a 
week on average last year, making 
it the worst offender in the bor¬ 
ough for automatic false alarms. 

Automatic fire alarms at the hos¬ 
pital were attended 58 times be¬ 
tween April 2012 and March 2013, 
official figures have revealed. 

As part of a draft London safety 
plan, the Fire Brigade could soon 
be able to fine venues with more 
than 10 false alarms a year. 

Kingston University and Tol- 
worth Hospital were among the 
top five, with Seething Wells halls 
of residence logging 50 call-outs 
from automatic alarms in the 
same period. 

A spokeswoman for Kingston 
Hospital said: “We are aware of 
the need to reduce the number of 
automatic fire alarm call outs and 
have been working in consultation 
with fire officers from the London 
Fire Brigade on ways to reduce 
them. 

“We have enhanced the trust’s 
fire response team and they have 
received additional training, 
which will help to reduce the num¬ 
ber of call outs.”

the London Fire Brigade has 
claimed. 

Automatic fire alarms and fire 
detection systems account for a 
third of all incidents for London 
fire crews. 

Plans to recoup costs from false 
alarm calls could see building 
owners being charged at least £290 
for every engine that attends. 

The number of calls from 
Kingston University has already 
prompted talks on how to improve 
the service. A new system was put 
in place in September 2012, which 


allows four minutes for a situation 
to be assessed before the Fire 
Brigade is called out. 

A spokeswoman for the universi¬ 
ty said: “The system is working 
well and the university is pleased 
to report that the number of un¬ 
necessary call-outs has signifi¬ 
cantly reduced as a result.” 

Since September 2012, there 
have been seven call-outs to the 
Seething Wells halls.

Chessington’s 
slow response 

The time it takes fire engines to get to 
calls in Chessington South ward is the 
longest in London, fire brigade figures 
show. 

Initial response times are not set to 
improve following £28.8m of cuts 
which will see fire engines and stations 
lost across the capital. 

It takes the first engine answering a 
call nine minutes and 47 seconds to get 
to a caller in Chessington South, and 
eight minutes and 30 seconds if the 
caller is in Chessington North and 
Hook ward. 

The London Fire Brigade’s target for 
first responses is six minutes; for sec¬ 
ond responses, eight minutes. 

It takes firefighters 10 minutes and 
39 seconds to get a second engine to 
Chessington North and Hook - and 11 
minutes and 20 seconds to Chessington 
South. 

Conservative London Assembly mem¬ 
ber for the south-west, Tony Arbour, 
said savings made from cuts do not 
need to be re-invested in areas with 
longer response times. 

He said: “You only need to look at a 
map to see why there is this anomaly. 
The sensible place to have fire stations 
is where there is the greatest need. 

“I imagine that were there to be a 
substantial fire in Chessington our 
neighbours in Surrey would assist, just 
as we assist them.” 

Labour Assembly member Navin 
Shah, vice-chairman of the London 
Fire Authority, said: “I don’t think the 
Mayor should be cutting the £28m in 
the first place. 

“We should look at reviewing where 
our resources are placed to ensure that 
the fire brigade can best respond to the 
risk Londoners face from fire.” 
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The first Kingston Connections ‘storytelling’ festival started on Saturday at the Rose Theatre and has 
attracted some big names, including Jack Straw who appeared on Tuesday.

Last man standing sits in at festival 


On September 10, 2001, new 
Foreign Secretary Jack 
Straw was in Manchester 
giving a speech on foreign 
policy. 

His first three months had 
been uneventful, and Mr 
Straw was, in his own words, 
“getting twitchy”. 

He says: “The first three 
months nothing happened at 
all. I was getting twitchy be¬ 
cause we were getting scarce¬ 
ly any coverage. 

“I went to Manchester on 
September 10 and gave a big 
speech about foreign policy 
to try and drum up interest. 

“It failed miserably.” 

But just 24 hours later, the 
UK’s Foreign Minister would 
suddenly find himself caught 
up in the defining moment of 


the early 21st century. 

Recalling the events of 
9/11, Mr Straw said: “I was in 
the foreign office. 

“I was talking to Geoff 
Hoon, the Defence Secretary, 
and my head of staff about 
the deployment of troops in 
Macedonia. 

“Then one of my private 
secretaries came in and said 
we should turn on the 
television. 

“My first thoughts were 
that this was a terrible acci¬ 
dent. But then the second 
plane hit and I realised it was 
the worst terrorist attack 
we’d ever seen.” 

It is fascinating talking to a 
man who for 13 years was a 
permanent fixture on the 
Labour Government’s front- 


benches - one of only three 
minsters to serve throughout 
the entire administration. 

Now, having retired to the 
backbenches, the Blackburn 
MP is touring the country in 
support of his autobiogra¬ 
phy, Last Man Standing. 

He visited Kingston’s Rose 
Theatre on Tuesday as part 
of the Kingston Connections 
festival. 

Writing the book has al¬ 
lowed him to speak openly 
about his life outside of poli¬ 
tics for the first time, he says. 

“There’s plenty of new 
stuff about my childhood. 
I’ve tried to explain who I 
am. 

“I’ve been pretty private 
about my personal and fami¬ 
ly life. Some ministers decide 


to bring all that out and I’ve 
always been wary of it. 

“My wife and I have been 
very protective of that - and 
not always succeeded.” 

The incident he alludes to 
is Christmas 1997, when his 
son, William, was arrested 
on suspicion of possessing 
cannabis. 

He said his public persona 
as an intensely private man 
helped his family through 
the ensuing media circus. 

He says: “I never advertise 
my children or family in 
election material. Because 
when you suffer like we did 
in Christmas 1997, we found 
the public reaction to be 
more sympathetic. 

“I think one of the things 
that turned the screw in 


Chris Huhne’s case was the 
fact he put pictures of his 
wife and children playing 
happy families in his election 
ads.” 

Elections seem to be a spe¬ 
cialty of Mr Straw’s. He has 
been the MP for Blackburn 
since 1979, and has publically 
stated he has no plans to re¬ 
tire anytime soon. 

But asked about Labour’s 
chances at the next general 
election, he says: “I’m an 
eternal pessimist when it 
comes to elections. I didn’t 
think we’d win in 1997. 

“I think it might be why 
I’ve done well in them. I’m 
still knocking on doors at 
five to ten on election night 
when everyone else has 
headed out for drinks.” Speech: Jack Straw

Two stallholders kicked out 
of Kingston’s Market Place 
have been offered the chance 
to continue trading for an ad¬ 
ditional three months. 

David Wilson and Angela 
Lassiter were among three 
market traders told to leave 
the historic site by town cen¬ 
tre managers Kingstonfirst, 
ahead of a revamp which will 
see the market sell hot and 
cold food exclusively. 

Their eviction sparked out¬ 
rage among shoppers and 
Kingston Guardian readers, 
with a petition set up against 
the move attracting hundreds 
of signatures. 

But the campaign failed to 
persuade Kingstonfirst, and 
Mr Wilson and Mrs Lassiter - 
along with a third stall hold¬ 
er, Lorna Herne - were boot¬ 
ed off the market in May. 

But now Mr Wilson and Mrs 
Lassiter have confirmed they 
have been offered an exten¬ 
sion to stay at the market 
place until September. 

An alternative offer of three 
months’ rent was also put on 
the table. 

Mrs Lassiter, who runs a 
greeting card stall, has 
turned down the chance to re¬ 
turn to Kingston, having

moved to Leatherhead Mar¬ 
ket on Thursdays and Satur¬ 
days. 

She is still considering the 
offer of compensation. 

Mrs Lassiter said: “They of¬ 
fered us three months up to 
September, or three months’ 
worth of rent. 

“If I went back for three 
months I’d only have to leave 
again and then I wouldn’t get 
on the Leatherhead market 
for Christmas. 

“I’m a goner, I’m not going 
back in any way, shape or 
form.” 

Mr Wilson, who ran a 
record and DVD stall for more 
than 35 years in Kingston, has 
not been working. 

Mr Wilson, who paid more 
than £900 a month in rent, 
said: “What they have offered 
is not wholly satisfactory. I 
haven’t earned a penny in 
over a month.” 

However, he said he had not 
rejected either offer outright, 
and was consulting with so¬ 
licitors as to what to do next. 

A spokeswoman for 
Kingstonfirst said: “I have no 
further update at this time.”

Michael Green, who works 
for credit union Kingston 
Savers, set tongues wagging 
when he tweeted: “The age of

Twenty minutes later his 
wife announced her new role 
as leader. 

Former deputy leader Coun 
Green, who represents St 
Marks ward, was unanimously 
voted in by Liberal Democrat 
councillors. 

Her appointment was made 
one week after Derek Os¬ 
bourne stepped down follow¬ 
ing his arrest on suspicion of

She had been acting leader 
following Mr Osbourne’s 
resignation. 

As head of the ruling party, 
she will automatically become 
the new leader of Kingston 
Council. 

She will also continue in her 
role as lead member of chil¬ 
dren and young people - a post 
she only recently took over - 
until a replacement is found. 

Coun Green said: “I’m feeling 
very pleased that the group 
has supported me to be leader. 

“It’s always something I’ve 
wanted to do. 

“When I was first elected in 
2002,1 joked with [then council 


leader] Roger Hayes that I 
would be leader.” 

Coun Green, a mother of two 
from Surbiton, said her first 
priority would be to organise a 
new council leadership team, 
as well as continue working to 
improve the borough’s chil¬ 
dren’s services following last 
year’s inadequate Ofsted in¬ 
spection. 

She said: “We are working to 
make sure we have a full lead¬ 
ership team in about a week or 
so. We also cannot lose sight of 
children’s services. 

“I had started to do some 
work with young carers and it 
is something I particularly 
want to carry on with. 

“As leader, I will still have 
statutory responsibility for 
children’s services, and it is 
something I will be keeping a 


very close eye on when 
we appoint a new lead 
member.” 

Coun Green was first elected 
to the council in 2002, and has 
held executive portfolio roles 
including environment and 
schools, as well as children and 
young people. 

She is the eighth female 
council leader in London, and 
it also means that the two Lib¬ 
eral Democrat-controlled Lon¬ 
don boroughs both have 
women leaders, alongside Ruth 
Dombey at Sutton Council. 

Former council leader Roger 
Hayes backed Coun Green to 
take the party forward through 
next year’s local elections. 

Mr Hayes said: “I thought she 
was destined for great things 
and I’m absolutely delighted 
she is leader.”

“We can bridge the 
projected gap for 
the next five to 10 
years through a fur¬ 
ther reduction in 
leakage, installing 
many more meters 
and encouraging 
the wise use of 
water. 

“However, after 
2025 we are likely to 
require a major new 
source of water.”

A Second World War veteran 
said two people have come for¬ 
ward so far after news a long¬ 
standing poppy appeal could 
be scrapped if a leader is not 
found to head the project.

We are concerned that no 
representative of the market 
traders is on the list of 
Kingston First’s board mem¬ 
bers currently on its website, 


the evictions are part 
of “our aspiration to 
make Kingston Market 
Place the best it can be” - 
is both insulting and 
disheartening. 

It is insulting to traders 
and customers, who relish 
the variety and vibrancy 
that the current range 
of stalls offers, and dis¬ 
heartening because of the 
blinkered, unimaginative 
mindset of an organisation

A tale of three sisters obsessed 
with the past, whiling away 
the years in the remote Shet¬ 
land Islands, is coming to the Rose 
Theatre as part of this year’s In¬ 
ternational Youth Arts Festival 
(IYAF), writes Jon Sharman.

Why spare rooms can 
be a waste of space 


More than half of us have at least 
one unloved room in their house. 

According to a new study, by 
B&Q, the spare bedroom is the 
most neglected space in the home, 
with more than a third (37 per 
cent) admitting it is in need of at¬ 
tention. Used as a dumping 
ground for excess mess by some, 
shut off from visitors by others - 
even simply entering that 
unloved room leaves nearly a 
quarter (24 per cent) of house¬ 
proud Brits feeling embarrassed.

You can’t have rooms that 
are just full of junk. 

“You should be getting 100 per 
cent use out of your home. It’s 
about clearing out and being in-

ventive with storage. There’s no 
need to spend vast sums on reha¬ 
bilitation. The key is to keep re¬ 
assessing the way your home is 
used, as life changes, and to ad¬ 
just accordingly.” 

Psychologist, Dr. Linda Pa- 
padopoulos comments: “In order 
to feel contained and happy with¬ 
in a living space, you need to have 
a sense of ownership over the 
look and feel of the room, or a 
sense of what it does practically. 
If this isn't the case then it’s less 
likely that one will be able to 
enjoy that space.”

30th June 2013 and I 2th December 2013 each night, Monday 
to Saturday, from 9:00 PM to 5:00 AM, and the works will 
cease at 5:00 AM each Saturday Morning, or when the works 
have been completed whichever is the sooner. The prohibition 
will apply only during such times and to such extent as shall 
from time to time be indicated by traffic signs. 

4. The prohibitions will not apply in respect of: 

(1) any vehicle being used for the purposes of those works or 
for fire brigade, ambulance or police purposes; 

(2) anything done with the permission or at the direction of 
a police constable in uniform or a person authorised by 
Transport for London. 

5. At such times as the prohibitions are in force an alternative route 
will be indicated by traffic signs via Oxshott Road, High Street 
Leatherhead Road, High Street, Warren Lane and Fairoak Lane or 
the reverse to normal route of travel.
